The question of what, if'anything', is 


to be done with the tariff, by the Fifty- 
seventh 'congress, which wiH.meet be- 
fore another month has elapsed, is be- 
ing ventilated to a. great extent by 
prominent members of congress, says 
the New Orleans Times-Democrat. . 


President Eoosevelt has shown his 


recognition of the supreme interest of 
the question of the revenues by calling1 
to Washington and interviewing on the 
subject the Republican members of the 
ways and means committee—Messrs. 
Payne, Dalzell, Hopkins, Grosveaor, 
Steele, Russell, Babcock and Tawne.'— 
and Senators Aldrich, Allison, Platt 
(Connecticut), Platt (New Tork) and 
Burrows of the senate finance commit- 
tee. 
These two are the committees 


that would pass upon any tariff meas- 
ure going through the two houses, and 
in g-etting the opinions of. the members 
named the president has no doubt ob- 
tained the sentiment that will prevail 
in congress on the subject of tariff re- 
vision, and; as the opinion of the Re- 
publicans of both committees is nearly 
unanimous against any opening up of 
the tariff question when the country 
is enjoying such a measure of prosperi- 
ty, it is almost certain that there will • 


. be no "tinkering with the tariff." 


It is true that Mr. Babcock of Wis- 


consin Is still to the fore with bis bill 
Tor removing the tariff from all goods 
of which tho trusts have taken pos- 
session; but, as it is now known that 
there is only one other Republican 
•member (2klr. xawney of Minnesota) 
of the wnys anc! moans committee be- 
sides Mr. Babcock himself who would 
support tbe Babcock hill, the chances 
of that measure being adopted or even 
of finding its war out of the commit- 
tee are very slender. The otiicr eight 
Republican members of the ways iind 
moans committee nre against the Bab- 
cock bill, and Messrs. Babcock nad 
Tawney are too loyal to their party to 
join tho seven Democrats in defeating 
their own side of the committee. Be- 
sides, if they .worn to do so the bill 
would be killed anyway in the house, 
where there is a large majority op- 
posed to it. 


I>ut it is evident that something; will 


ha veto Se«one with, the swelling sur- 
plus. The .$40.000,000 which congress 
knocked from the revenue at the last 
session by repealing a number oi" the 
war taxes imposed in ISOS had scarce- 
ly n perceptible effect in the wsy of 
surplus diminution, and the prospect is 
that unless something altogether unex- 
pected should happen ia the interim 


. the excess of revenue in the treasury 


: over expenditure at the end of the cur- 
rent fiscal year will be between $140,- 
000,000 and .«I(>0,000,000. 


Now, not to dwell upon the fact that 


the presence of so much unappropriat- 
ed money in the treasury Is always a 
grievous temptation to congressmen to 
grab it for schemes of extravagance or 
less legitimate purposes, it is uot in 
keeping with good business to have 
such, an accumulation of money lying 
idle la the treasury, and the sooner it 
is given back to the people or put in 
circulation hy the lowering of some of 
the existing taxes the better it will tie 
on all accounts. 


And to a reduction of this surplus it 


is that as- revenue legislation which 
will he undertaken at the coming ses- 
sion will be directed. The general be- 
lief is that alt the internal revenue tax- 
ation, originated ia 189S for war taxes, 
which was not repealed by the Fifty- 
sixth will he repealed by the Fifty- 
seventh congress. The brewers in par- 
ticular, the one-half only of whose war 
taxation was repealed at Inst session, 
have already begun agitating in favor | 
of getting the other half removed. At 
present they pay .1 tax of $1.GO per bar- 
rel on their product, and they will ask 
congress to have that tax reduced to 
95 cents per barrel. If there were to 
be this 65 cents reduction of the tax on 
beer, it would mean a reduction of 
823.000,000 per annum to the revenue, 
and as, apart from the general tariff, 
there are not many -channels through 
which the revenue can be enough re- 
duced ti, .i^oid a biff surplus "it is not 
unlikely that the brewers, as well as 
the other payers of tho iSOS internal 
revenue taxation, may be relieved of 
their burden. 
• 


But this Is sure to be the extent of 


revenue legislation at the coming ses- 
sion. There will be no "tinkering with 
the tariff." Nor is there likely to he 
Eny reciprocity treaties that will have 
that effect !n an indirect manner. This 
is made very clear by the utterances of 
Mr. Payne, who, as a member of the 
ways and menns committee, can speak 
authoritatively on this subject.
